Claims 1-28 are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's argument with respect to the reference used in the previous office action 
has been considered. Applicant argued that Tivoli, the cited reference which is used for 102 (a) 
rejection by the Examiner, is a division of IBM, which is the same assignee of the present 
application and the cited reference/document is merely the inventor's own invention. Applicant 
also indicated/ admitted that one of the release data of the cited reference is November 7, 2000. 
For the same assignee this kind of document which is available or accessible to the public 
through the internet is considered to be qualified to be used in 102 (a) because it is believed by 
the office that the invention is known by others as long as the copyright data of the reference 

(1 1/07/2000) is prior to the effective filling data of the application (04/27/2001). 

3. Even though the copyright year is explicitly written/ displayed on the cited reference, 
the applicant still argued that this does not indicate the exact data of the Publication.
